Boyne City School Board recall] 
supporters will get 90 days in 
which to gather up names on 
petitions that would force a recall 
election of board members.’ 

The gathering of names to for- 
ce a recall of Board President 
Richard May, Treasurer Dave 
Gusinezak, trustees Jody Follete, 
Bea Reinhardt and Thelma 
Behling was okayed when the 
wording on petitions asking their 
recall was approved by Judge 
Richard Pajtas and the 38rd Cir- 
cuit Court. 

The recall effort started in Oc- 
tober during the arguments over 
school busing. The schoo! board 
had dropped busing as a means 
to achieve a balance in the school 
budget after a millage issue 
which would have brought in 
enough money to cover the 
busing costs was defeated by 
voters in the June election. 

School started in September 
with parents having to transport 
their children to the schools 
because of the action. Another 
millage issue asking for ad- 
ditional money in September 
which would have provided 
busing was also defeated by 

voters within the schoo] district. 

The busing issue was solved 
when voters approved a 1.2 mill 
request in November for one 
year that was earmarked for 
busing.

EJ schools may start austerity 
program to balance budget 


East Jordan Schools could be 
operating under an austerity 
program for the rest of the year, 
according to one of - the 
suggestions of new Superinten- 
dent Chip Hansen. He gave that 
suggestion to school board mem- 
bers last week as the board at- 
tempts to control the expenses 
which are threatening to cause 
the school to spend more than 
they take in from taxes. 

The school board looked at a 
bottom line on the budget which 
shows the — school 
$198,270 more this year than 
they are taking in. This means 
the school system will be 
reaching into the fund equity to 


pay for the educational 
programs. : 
Hanson suggested the 


austerity program to try to con- 


' trol the expenses and to lessen 


the amount of funds that will be 
needed from the fund equity. 
Other suggestions made were to 
transfer some of. the interest in- 
come ‘from other areas into’ the 
general fund, and improving the 
bidding process for work that the 
‘school needs. 

'” While the budget picture looks 
bleak for this year, the school will 
still: have about $49,000 in the 


‘fund equity account at the end of . 
the year even if they do not save 


money in the expense areas. 
~The. fund equity. is usually 


spending . 


money that is set aside to cover 
any emergencies the system may 
have. 

While the current budget is 
being fine tuned as far as expen- 
ses are concerned, Hansen is also 
working with the board to 
develop a citizen’s committee to 
be composed of staff members, 
parents, business people, senior 
citizens, board members and ad- 
ministration members to work on

CHICKEN 


~ Chicken used to be a special’ 


treat. When company came 
grandmother went out to wring 
the neck of a fat hen that was not 
laying, or a young rooster, for 
dinner. Chicken every Sunday 
was more than a title for a book 
or movie. Sunday.dinner was the 
highlight of the week when 
friends and relatives came to 
visit. A couple of leaves were ad- 
ded to the dining room table and 
the white tablecloth and linen 
napkins were brought out. 

Now our dining is casual com- 
pared to Grandma's methods yet, 
many of our entrees arc still 
chicken related. For a good 
homey meal-in-a-dish my sister 
Margaret makes this: 

CHICKEN IN THE POT 

You vary the amounts of the 
ingredients according to the 
number of people you are going 
to feed. You may choose chicken 


legs or other favorite parts. 


Remove fat and some of the skin 
if you wish. Season with salt and 
pepper and sprinkle generously 
with paprika. Put them in the 
- bottom of a heavy pot or on the 
rack of your pressure cooker. 

She shakes some garlic salt 
over them and even puts a clove 
or two of garlic in the pot. Then 
she adds halved medium sized 
potatoes, carrots and onions on 

’ the top. She seasons them with 
a sprinkle of “Dash”. 

Put the required amount of 
water under the tray of your 
pressure cooker if you are using 
it using the required time for 
chicken. 


If using a heavy pot you might 


want to put '/2 cup of water in 
the bottom of the kettle.

flu-like illness in Nor- 
thern Michigan. In 
past years these 
illnesses have been 
linked to an increase 
in the number of cases 
of Reye’s Syndrome. 
Parents are urged 
to be alert to the 
Reye's Syndrome 
signs. If your child is 
recovering from a flu- 
like illness or 
chickenpox, and 
displays _ persistant 
and continuous 
vomiting, or shows 


changes. in behavior 
such as excessive 
drowsiness or com- 
bativeness, get 
medical help im- 
mediately. If you can’t 
reach your own doc- 
tor,. call or take the 
child to a_ hospital 
emergency room. If 
the symptoms _in- 
dicate Reye's Syn- 
drome, treatment 
should hegin at once. 

Between 80 and 90 
percent of the young 
Reye's Syndrome 
patients, ranging in 
age from infancy to 18 


years, survive with 
appropriate treat- 
ment. 


According to in- 
formation supplied by

Watch out for 


head lice 


Sporadic outbreaks 
and cases of head lice 
have been reported to 
the Health Depar- 
tment.. ‘For some 
parents, it’s a terrible 
shock to be told their 
children have head 
lice because they 
associate head lice 
with filthy living con- 
ditions. The fact is 
that head lice  in- 
festation is a 
relatively | common 
condition and is not 
related to home 
hygiene habits nor 
housekeeping. 

Children get head 
lice from close contact 
with a person who is 
infested or by sharing 
clothes or personal 
belongings such as 
combs or brushes. 
Lice are small insects 
that live on human 
scalp and hair and 
feed on blood. Their 
blood sucking causes 
intense itching that 
can result in bacterial 
infections at scratch 
sites. Head lice, 
however, do not tran- 
smit diseases them- 
selves. 

Called _pediculosis, 
head lice infestation 
symptoms include 
severe and persistant 
itching of the scalp. If 
this happens to your 
child, make a close in- 
spection of the hairs 
and scalp using a 
flashlight and 
magnifying glass. If 
head lice are present, 
you will be able to 
spot small, gray-white 
eggs (nits) attached to 
the hair. Actual lice 
are hard to see 
because they are so 
tiny and often very

should be inspected. 
There are a variety 
of medications that 
will treat head lice - 
some are available by 
prescription and some 
are over-the-counter 
medications at your 
pharmacy. Nit 
removal also requires 
a special metal comb 
with teeth less than 
0.3mm apart so nits 
can’t pass through 
and remain on the 
hair. Medications 
should be applied 
strictly according to 
the instruction and 
schedule _— provided. 
Only use medication 
specifically intended 
for head lice treat- 
ment. Never try home 
remedies such as 
kerosene or vinegar - 
they just simply won't 
work. At the time of 
treatment, all clothing 
and bedding used 
within the last 48 
hours should be 
changed and laun- 
dered in hot, soapy 
water and machine 
dried. Dry cleaning 
will also be effective. 
Non-washable items 
can be sealed in a 
plastic bag and left at 
room temperature for 
10 to 14 days or left in 
below freezing tem- 
peratures for 24 to 48 
hours. Insecticide 
sprays and fumigation 
of the home or school is 
not recommended.

In the United States, Canada, 
Mexico, and other parts of the 
world, there are a bunch of hardy. 

'—~ or call ‘em foolhardy in- 
dividuals — who get out of a 
warm nest sometime during 
December to make what ‘is called 
the Audubon Society Christmas 
Bird Count. 

It's been going on for nigh onto 
a century now, and it seems to be 
gathering steam as people are 
becoming aware of how vital the 
well-being of our feathered frien- 
ds is geared to our own well- 
being, for after all, if we forget to 
take into account that the same 
environment that harbors birds, 
and all wildlife, is the same en- 
vironment that sustains our lives. 

So it was that on the morning 
of December 31, ten dedicated 
bird counters from the Petoskey 
Regional Audubon Society, in- 
cluding this bird watcher who 
hasn't missed a Christmas Bird 
Count since its inception some 22 
years ago, ventured forth in the 
early morning to cover a 15 mile 
area, radiating from the Little 
Traverse Conservancy 
Headquarters north of Petoskey 
on Powell Road. And those ten 
“birders” contained a wide spec- 
trum of vocations; A DNR con- 
servation officer on a pass day, a 
veterinarian, a Little T. medical 
technologist, a college student, a 
school teacher, housewives, and a 
broken down outdoor writer. 

The count went ‘as follows: 
common loon 1; horned grebe 5; 
red-necked grebe 1*; mute swan 
5; Canada goose 22; black duck 
23; mallard 276; scaup 5; 
goldeneye 72; bufflehead 3; com- 
mon merganser 23; bald eagle 2*; 


Cooper’s hawk 1; red- tailed hawk 
1;. rough-legged hawk 2; ruffed 
grouse 1; ring-billed gull 16; 
herring gull 13; glaucous gull 1*; 
rock dove 103; mourning dove 
110; great horned owl 1; barred 
owl 1; downey woodpecker 19; 
hairy woodpecker 18; pileated 
woodpecker2; blue jay 132; crow 
48; raven 19*; black-capped 
chickadee 403*;  red-breasted 
nuthatch 13"; white-breasted 
nuthatch 19; brown-creeper 8*; 
golden-crowned kinglet 6; robin 
J; cedar waxwing 53; starling 88; 
cardinal 13; darl-eyed junco 5; 
snow bunting 255; purple finch 
11; goldfinch 187; evening 
grosbeck 1 (where in the ‘ell have 
all those seed gluttons gone?); 
house sparrow 172. 

By the way, those species 
marked with an asterisk (*) are in 
unusually high numbers or rarely 
seen. 

So there you have it. Accor- 
ding to the tote board there were 
44 different species, and a total of 
2,181 individuals. 

The ten participants put in a 
total of 24.75 hours on the count, 
driving 267 miles, plus 6.25 on 
foot, which included a special ef- 
fort of three hours owling and, 
last but not least, a three hour 
feeder count. 

To me an oddity of the count 
was the lack of those seed glut- 
tons: the ever hungry evening 
grosbecks. Where are they? 


Then, too, we in this area are 
furtunate to have the majestic 
bald-headed eagle show up on the 
Christmas count for quite a few 
years now. We seem to have a 
localized propulation of the All 
American raptor.

A record 25 million 
visitors to Michigan's 
86 state parks 
brought an estimated 
$407 million to 
Michigan's economy 
last year according to 
Department of 
Natural Resources 
(DNR) Parks Division 
Officials. 

Of that $407 
million, park visitors 
spent $15.8 million in 
fees directly within 
Michigan's 70-year- 
old state park system 
for camping and 
other park-user fees 
($10 million) and park 
entry ($5.8 million), 
up 6.4 percent from 
1987. 

Outside the parks, 
visitors spent 


another $392 million 
at private Michigan 
businesses in 
preparation for, 
enroute to and during 
their daily or over- 
night park stay. 
Major spending in- 
volved gasoline, food, 
sporting equipment, 
entertainment and 
lodging enroute to 
parks. 

The DNR based its 
revenue figures on a 
1985 Michigan State 
University State 
Park User survey 
that, when adjusted 
for inflation, shows 
Michigan residents 
today spend $11.49 a 
day while camping at 
Michigan state parks 
and $17.84 on daily 


park visits. 

Overall, Michigan 
residents accounted 
for 76 percent of 
daytime visits at 
state parks and made 
up 82 percent of all 
Michigan state park 
campers in 1988, ac- 
cording to DNR 
figures.

YOU CAN DO IT 


STAIR JUMPS 


!n order to avoid sore muscles 
on your first day of ski touring 
this winter, tune them up with 
some preseason exercises. 

One good exercise is stair 
jumping. Start at the bottom of 
the stairs. Balance on the left 
foot with the right foot poised in 
back of you. As you swing your 
right foot forward, spring off 
from the ball of your foot to land 
two or three steps up the stair. 
After springing off the left foot, 
the left leg should be straight- 
ened to simulate the extension 
of a ski stride. As you land on 
the higher step, your right leg 
should remain bent at the ankle 
and knee. Then, the left leg 
should be swung forward and 
the cycle repeated. 

Try one jump at a time until 
you have mastered the motion. 
Then gradually work up toa 
series of 10-15 jumps. You need 
not feel confined to stairs for 
this exercise. Any incline will 


work well. As you become more 
adept at stair jumping, try it on 
steeper slopes to help strength- 
en the muscies as well as 
loosen them.

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The origin of sled 
dog racing, as with the 
origins of most sports 
is part historical fact 
and part legend. 

If we are to accept 
history (as opposed to 


legend), the first 
mushers were very 
likely nomadic 
tribesmen who used 
hardy dogs, 


predecessors of the 
Huskie and the 
Malamute, to pull 
crude sleds across the 
ice fields of Siberia 
thousands of years ago. 

According to ancient 
cave paintings and 
other bits of historical 
evidence, the sled dogs 
filled a number of vital 
roles for these 
primitive people: they 
took intrepid hunters 
great distances to find 
game, and then tran- 
sported the kills back 
to the villages; they 
hauled loads of 
precious firewood from 
distant forests across 
the frozen wastes to 
tents and caves; they 
pulled entire families 
over nearly impassable 
glaciers to find new 
-homesites. And finally, 
if we accept legend, the 


dogs and sleds led a 
tortuous migration of 
the tribes over the 
great land bridge that 
is said to have connec- 
ted Asia to the North 
American continent. 

On the northern tier 
of the new continent, 
the Asians mixed with 
Indians and Eskimos to 
form a people bound 
by one common in- 
terest: to survive the 
cruelty of the weather 
and the harshness of 
the land. Again, sled 
dogs were in the 
forefront of this daily, 
and often __Josing, 
struggle. 

But even in the most 
primitive of cultures, 
man has always had 
the desire to compete 
for the sake of com- 
petition, and so soon 
the Eskinos and 
nomads began to race 
their sled dogs in con- 
tests of sport. Races 


were probably 
unorganized, chaotic 
affairs but they 


provided .a relief from 
the drudgery of daily 
life and they breathed 
a spark in to what has 
become a wonderful 


sport. 
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Part history, part legend 


There is precedence 
for this in the origins of 
other sports. The 
rodeo took form when 
cowboys riding across 
Texas with the great 
trail herds relaxed 
from their chores to 
engage in contests of 
roping and riding — 
usually with a dollar or 
two changing hands 
around the campfire. 

History’s first discus 
throwers may have 
been foot soldiers who 
played a game to see 
who could scale his 
smal] arm shield the 


greatest distance. 
Similarly, archery and 
equestrian events 


sprang from sporting 
contests among 
warriors. 

Most likely, ancient 
sled dog racing still 
took second place to 
the more meaningful 
duties assigned the 
courageous animals 
but more and more, 
the dogs began to be 
bred not only for 
strength and stamina 
but also for more 


speed. 

Although today’s 
sled dogs are better 
trained and better fed 


and while technology 
may have improved 
sled design a bit, the 
basic elements of this 
pioneer art form 
remain unchanged. 

Sled dog racing, 
which is 
something of a rebirth 
in the United States 
and Canada, had its 
formal beginnings as a 
sport with the running 
of the first All Alaska 
Sweepstakes, a 408 
mile race from Nome 
to Candle and back, in 
1908. But modern 
usage of the sled dog 
actually goes back to 
1873, when the Royal 
Canadian Mounted 
Police started using 
sled teams to help 
bring order to the nor- 
thern frontier. Later, 
sled dogs enabled ex- 
plorers such as Byrd 
and Peary and Amun- 
dsen to traverse the 
polar ice caps. 

The endurance, the 
bravery and the in- 
telligence of the Nor- 
th American sled dog 
is legend. One of the 
most incredible events 
in their storied history 
occurred in ths winter 
of 1925 when 22 native

More than 400 
cyclists from across 
the United States will 
pedal coast to coast 
this summer in the 


American Lung 
Association’s Tran- 
sAmerica Bicycle 


Trek. An additional 
200 riders will travel 
down the West coast 
this fall on the Pacific 
Coast Bicycle Trek. 
Bicyclists are now 
being sought for both 
trips. 

“These are am- 
bitious goals, offering 
a unique opportunity 
to support the Lung 
Association’s _ fight 
against lung disease 
while experiencing

HARD WAXES 


Applying hard waxes to your skis 
can be easy. Just remember these 
few basic facts. 

1) Hard waxes will spread easier 
in a warm room where the wax, the 
ski, and your hands are warm. Just 
be sure to let the ski coal to the 
outside temperature before you ski 
on it. 

2) When rubbing the wax on the 
ski, apply tt thinly with long, easy 
Strokes. This makes it easier to 
smooth with a cork. 

3) Cork the wax very smooth for 
dry conditions and less and less 
smooth for progressively wetter 
conditions. 

4) If you are not sure what the 
correct wax is, always wax the 
colder wax. The warmer wax can 
then be applied fairly easily over 


5) Apply only as much wax as 
you need. A synthetic bottom ski 
with a proper base treatment will 
often only need to be waxed in the 
kick area A woad-bottomed ski 
may also only need wax in the kick 
area if a colder wax from a previous 
day's waxing already coats the 
whole ski.
